Tuesday’s City Council 
meeting will include a re¬ 
view of the Tree Ordi¬ 
nance. The Tree Ordi¬ 
nance does many things: It 
contributes to a better un¬ 
derstanding of the City’s 
trees, preserves and pro¬ 
tects the trees, and pre¬ 
vents their indiscriminant 
destruction. It also pro¬ 
vides for maintenance and 
planting guidelines. 

Ah, but the ordinance 
does something else, too. It 
puts into place a body 
known as the Tree Preser¬ 
vation Commission. Two 
out of the three reasons 
Councilmember Bart 
Doyle requested that the 
review be agendized cen¬ 
ter around that commis¬ 
sion. Said Doyle about the 
reasons this item will be 
discussed, “There has been 
a failure to move foreward 
with the tree inventory and 
maintenance plan. There 
are also perceived prob¬ 
lems with the ordinance as 


drafted. The vast majority 
of tree problems are on 
existing properties, but the 
ordinance is geared toward 
new developments. Most 
importantly, there have 
been repeated charges of 
conflicts of interest both 
by and against tree com¬ 
missioners.” 

It was in the wake of 
charges of conflict of inter¬ 
est that commissioner Lew 
Watanbe recently re¬ 
signed. Watanabe, well- 
known in the community 
for his volunteer efforts, 
had allegedly come under 
fire unfairly. He has been 
described as “very profes¬ 
sional”. Said developer 
Brian Costa, “They’ve 
been on Lew, but I don’t 
really know what’s going 
on. Seems like Lew was 
aced out.” 

Watanabe did some 
non-tree-related subcon¬ 
tracting work for Costa on 
the Jameson Estate, but 
Costa calls any allegation 
of impropriety there “ri¬ 
diculous.” Says Costa,

cally for a while, but 
they’ve also been working 
hard pushing legislation to 
better the cities of Sierra 
Madre and Arcadia, the 
state of California, and the 
country. 

Congressman Dreier 
returned a phone call Mon¬ 
day evening to provide an 
update of his recent 
months in the House of 
Representatives. “The 
things we’ve been work¬ 
ing on mostly have been 
economic,” said Dreier, 
“the balanced budget, the 
tax cuts for families plan, 
and we’re still working on 
further tax cuts. I want to 
reform the tax code.” 

Dreier said that it’s been 
challenging to work with 
President Clinton, but that 
he has been working with 
the mostly-Republican 
Congress. For the first 
time in 68 years, the pub¬ 
lic re-elected a Republican 
Congress, but also brought 
Clinton back. 


The Tax Credits for 
Families Plan, which has 
passed, offers a $500/child 
tax credit. The Capital 
Gains Tax Rate Reduction 
has lowered the tax rate on 
capital gains from 28% 
down to 20%, and it will 
drop further, to 18%. If it 
were 14%, it would in¬ 
crease by $ 1,500 the take- 
home pay for an average 
family of four. Says Drei¬ 
er, “I think it should be 
zero, actually.” 

Dreier is also working 
on ethics reform, and will 
introduce legislation 
which, if passed, would 
take potential surplus 
monies and use them for 
employer/employee pay¬ 
roll tax rebates, as a busi-

ness incentive for the 
economy. The Voter Em¬ 
powerment Act would en¬ 
courage greater political 
participation, both through 
contributions and activ¬ 
ism.

“Between various State 
regulations and ambience 
concerns, we went above 
any stipulations the Tree 
Commission would have 
put on us. I spent well over 
one million dollars pro¬ 
tecting those trees.” 

Concerning the sugges¬ 
tion that there was any¬ 
thing improper about hir¬ 
ing a subcontractor who 
was on the Tree Commis¬ 
sion, Costa said, “Every¬ 
thing was on the up and up. 
We went to the City and 
cleared it beforehand. I’m 
young. I have many prop¬ 
erties I want to develop. 
The whole idea is incredi¬ 
ble. If that were true, not 
only would I lose my li¬ 
cense, I would go to jail.” 
Watanabe’s support ex¬ 
tends well beyond Costa. 
Said one resident, who re¬ 
called his tireless and gen¬ 
erous efforts at the Memo¬ 
rial Garden, “Absolutely 
impossible. Lew is a stand- 
up guy.” 

The seven-member 
commission stands with 


two vacancies, the posi¬ 
tions occupied by Wa¬ 
tanabe and Corky Cham¬ 
plain, which haven’t been 
filled. The remaining five 
members. Chairperson 
Mark Beirich, Vice-Chair 
Lorayne Russman, Jeff 
Dapper, Gary Anderson, 
and Stephen Drayer, re¬ 


ceived letters from City 
staff, at the direction of 
Mayor Jim Hester, advis¬ 
ing them of Tuesday’s 
meeting, and “encourag¬ 
ing their attendance.” 

City Administrator 
John Davidson said he 
considered the item for 
Tuesday’s meeting an in¬ 


formational item, and a 
staff report on the ordi¬ 
nance will be presented. 
Councilman Doyle, how¬ 
ever, said that he considers 
it an action item. Off the 
record, sources have sug¬ 
gested that this story is far 
from finished. Stay tuned.

In a surprise move. Sierra Madre Police Sergeant 
Chris Christensen announced his retirement from the 
Sierra Madre Police Departirent, effective at the end of 
this calendar year. Christensen, who will take over as 
interim Sierra Madre Police Chief later this month, was 
considered by many to have the inside track at the per¬ 
manent position following the retirement of Chief Joe 
S urgent. 

Christensen grew up in the foothill area, in East Pas¬ 
adena. He didn’t always want to be a police officer; he 
went to use and studied architecture. Following that, 
he went to work for a hardware fimt doing spec writ¬ 
ing. “I was starving to death,” says Christensen. From 
there, he became a field engineer for the Department of 
Agriculture: “Moreso, I was starving to death.” In an 
economic low point in 1963-64, Christensen applied to 
74 architectural firms, only to be told universally, “We’ll 
call you.” 

A newlywed, Christensen began looking to the pub¬ 
lic sector for stable work, applying to various police and 
fire deparments. The first one that offered him a job was 
the Sierra Madre Police Department. It was an amazing 
display of foresight; 32 years later, Christensen is still 
with us, as much a part of Sierra Madre as Kersting Court 
or the Fourth of July Parade. 

Says Christensen, “The satisfying thing about this 
community is, you have the support of the people. In law 
enforcement, that’s a lot of the battle to get things done. 
I could not have succeeded at this job without the sup¬ 
port of the p>eople.” 

Christensen is leaving spend more time with his fam¬ 
ily. “After 32 years I’ve devoted to this community, I 
came to the decision last month that I wanted to spend 
more quality time with them. There are a lot of things I 
want to do, and one of them is not dealing with the stress 
of an administrative job,” he .said. 

It is fitting the Christensen will go out following a 
three-month stint as Police Chief, a position he will as¬ 
sume on September 28. “I feel good about leaving as the 
interim Chief, and also very honored. It’s nice to go out 
on a high note, and I enjoy a great working relationship 
with the City, and with City Administrator John David¬ 
son.” Christensen went on to say that he thought ‘very 
highly’ of Davidson, and that Davidson’s appointment 
earlier this year was “A good decision by the City Coun¬ 
cil.” 

Speaking of good decisions by the City Council, 
Christensen has also made himself available in the se¬ 
lection process to determine a permanent Police Chief, 
a decision that should be made by the time Christensen 
leaves. About his successor, Christensen .said. Whoev¬ 
er comes in needs to be involved with the community. 
Wherever you have City functions, you see Chief Sur- 
gent there. You’ve got to work with the community and 
be there for them if you’re ever going to ask for help. I 
have no doubt that this will be the same high-quality 
department no matter who comes in.” 

Christensen lives in Glendora, where he’ll stay, just 
a short drive down the 210. Yes, you’ll still catch glimps¬ 
es of him around town: “You’ll see me at a coffee shop 
or something like that. A golf tournament, or maybe with 
the Sierra Madre City College,” he said with a smile. 

Said Davidson of Christensen’s departure, “Sierra 
Madre is losing one of its treasures. I’m glad to have 
worked with him. He would have been a great Police 
Chief.”

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Dangerous Message TCI Woes 


Dear Council Mem¬ 
bers: 

The tranquility of my 
early morning walk today 
was interrupted when I 
saw the headlines on the 
Pasadena Star News, “Si¬ 
erra Madre takes a .stand.” 
After I read the article and 
spoke with Brian Lee at 
City Hall for more infor¬ 
mation, I felt I must write 
to you to express my dis¬ 
appointment over your ac¬ 
tion regarding the pro¬ 
posed changes in the 
City’s zoning ordinance. 

Your action attempts to 
redefine what it means to 
be a family in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, limiting that definition 
to include only those relat¬ 
ed by blood, marriage, or 
adoption. Such a narrow 
definition, however, ex¬ 
cludes many of our Citys 
residents, among them gay 
couples living together in a 
committed relationship. I 
find this troublesome. 

I have lived in Sierra 
Madre for 25 years and 
have found it a warm com¬ 
munity. But this recent ac¬ 


tion of yours sends out a 
very dangerous message; 
namely that sierra Madre 
is and intolerant communi¬ 
ty that singles out certain 
groups for secondary sta¬ 
tus. When you say, “this 
community takes a moral 
stand,” you have made a 
Judgement on other’ life¬ 
styles and legitimized that 
Judgement by making it a 
part of the City’s zoning 
code. As the Sierra Madre 
City Council you have said 
it is all right to look down 
on those who are different 
from yourselves. I’m con¬ 
cerned that this attitude 
creates an atmosphere 
wherein there is no respect 
for diversity, but where 
there is exclusivity and in¬ 
tolerance. 

A community that saves 
it’s fullest blessings for 
only a select group is not a 
good place to raise a fam¬ 
ily, or a “housekeeping 
unit” for that matter. 
Please take this opportuni¬ 
ty to preserve ours as a city 
that welcomes and cher¬ 
ished all of its citizens.

paper that boasts a seven-figure circula¬ 
tion?!), it’s simply not true. 

Winton refers to an August 26th City 
Council meeting which, admittedly, was 
not the most hectic in town history, but 
surely there were other meetings or 
items he could have selected. It wasn’t 
that long ago that the Sierra Madre News 
reported on the visit of the exiled King 
Kigeli V (or was it VI?!) of Rwanda to 
Southern California. He visisted a City 
Council meeting on a Tuesday, was 
written up on the Thursday following. 
Two days later, the Times learned about 
Kigeli’s visit to Southern California, and 
on a Saturday, it was their lead story 
in...you guessed it...the Metro section. 
Gotta love it when we scoop the dailies 
by two days. 

Let’s not forget The Great Bagel Con¬ 
troversy. I seem to remember the Times 
picking up that story as well, long after 
we exhaustively covered a superficially 
insignificant, but very heated and ulti¬ 
mately interesting debate over econom¬ 
ic development versus atmosphere pres¬ 
ervation. Our Arcadia readers learned in 
August of the City’s overwhelming op- 
po.sition to the creation of a Fire Sup¬ 
pression District, and the specific steps 
Arcadia would take to make up a 
$2,000,000 budget shortfall. Times 
readers, take heart! Two nights ago, a re¬ 
porter diligently questioning Arcadia 
Fire Chief Ken LaVoie learned that the 
Fire Suppression District had failed 
(Ummm...yes it did. Six weeks ago) so 
this news should break soon. 

Maybe we only did a Princess Diana 
piece once, and couldn’t devote front¬ 
page coverage to it several days in a row, 
but when national news happens (Clin¬ 
ton’s, Dole’s, and Pat Buchanan’s vis¬ 
its to the San Gabriel Valley, the Prin¬ 
cess Diana tragedy, the Susan Smith 
murder of her own children) we cover it. 
Once. And move on. But on a day-to- 
day (or week to week) basis, for local 
residents, is it really less newsworthy to 
write about whether drive-thru restau¬ 
rants will be on Sierra Madre Boule¬ 
vard? Armed robberies at local restau¬ 
rants and liquor stores? City employee 
terminations and related lawsuits? 
Seems to me the Times ran a piece or 
two on their retiring Police Chief, and 
from everything I’ve read. Chief Surgent 
is a heck of lot more popular in Sierra 
Madre than Chief Williams or Chief 
Gates was in Los Angeles. Even such 
ultra-Sierra Madre issues as leaf blow¬ 
ers, the Historical Preservation Ordi¬ 
nance, and...up and coming...the Tree 
Ordinance. No News in Sierra Madre? 
Who is the Times trying to kid? 

Regarding the Sierra Madre News, 
specifically, Winton writes, “All this 
from a paper that for 90 years had chron¬ 
icled the community’s Fourth of July 
parade, wisteria vine festival and all¬ 
volunteer Fire Department. Residents 


could even pay their utility bills at its 
offices.” I think perhaps the Times’ 
Winton is unclear on the use of the pro¬ 
gressive tense. One can still pay utility 
bills at our office, with the sole excep¬ 
tion being GTE payments. We iri//cov¬ 
er the Fourth of July parade, the wiste¬ 
ria vine festival, the Fire Department 
(Hey, Chief Tracy! Marshall Snyder! 
Tell them!), and while you’re at it, Mr. 
Winton, we cover blood drives, the 
Huck Finn Fishing Derby, Pioneer Days, 
the Trail Race, and more. To gratuitous¬ 
ly and falsely imply through an improper 
tense usage (I’m sure he intended to say, 
“All this from a paper that for 90 years 
HAS chronicled...) to prove his point is 
erroneous. 

His point, such as it was, is that in the 
pursuance of more ‘hard news’ issues, 
these events have been neglected. Well, 
folks, they haven’t. Anyone who reads 
the Sierra Madre News knows we’re still 
at all of these community functions. 
Heck, we even published the winning 
recipe at the chili cookoff mixer in Au¬ 
gust. While I’m at it, when was the last 
time the Times did a comprehensive 
write-up of a Division 10 high school 
football game? Furthermore, we have 
the rare distinction of being compli¬ 
mented by one Councilwoman (guess 
which one?) for quoting her accurately. 
Other area newspapers, take heed! If 
you’re going to put quotation marks 
around something, it really should be 
something the person in question actu¬ 
ally SAID. (Yes, I still have the City 
Council meeting videotape on this one.) 
We almost seem tabloidish in Winton’s 
mention of “reports on the city’s use of 
a private investigator to follow an em¬ 
ployee.” Oh, silly me. That’s another 
story the Times piggy-backed on long 
after Sierra Madre News readers got a 
hold of it. Almost seems like Sierra 
Madre, which if every single resident 
could read and took the Times (I’m 
thinking that’s probably not happening; 
we’d have to include every child, re¬ 
member) would consist of a mere 1/ 

1000 of the Times’ circulation, is dispro- 
poitioiialely news-laden. Perhaps the 
only bigger anomaly than three newspa¬ 
pers competing for business in a town 
with a population of 11,000 is one news¬ 
paper attempting to serve over one mil¬ 
lion readers. The spirit of competition 
may seem foreign in an industry that, 
like so many others, has stumbled its 
way into an oligopoly (Doesn’t it seem 
like in about five years, everything will 
be owned by Microsoft, Disney, or some 
nice little lady named Beatrice?), but in 
most industries, competition is consid¬ 
ered a good thing. Its name aside, there 
are more restaurants in Sierra Madre 
than The Only Place in Town. Is Sierra 
Madre too small for more than one res¬ 
taurant? Should we pick from II Fomo, 
Only Place, Corfu, Phuket Island, or Lo¬ 
zano? Pick one, and only eat there every¬ 
day? Are you going to shop at Happy’s, 
The Highlander, or The Bottle Shop? 
Choose one now; you’re in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre - Three are too many liquor stores . 
Choose one park to take your children 
to. Be serious. 

Winton glosses over the former edi¬ 
tor and publisher selling the newspaper 
‘after a labor dispute cost thousands of 
dollars in legal fees’ in half of an unspe¬ 
cific paragraph, then dwells on current 
Sierra Madre News litigation as if it 
were an extraordinary occurence among 
businesspeople. The Times also refers to 
the Sierra Madre News’ publisher/edi¬ 
tor Michael DeWees as its ‘new’ own¬ 
er, three years later. That’s about par for 
the course. Times readers, brace your¬ 
selves! This just in! Doug Hayes and 
Bart Doyle were named to the City 
Council. 

It’s hard work being so newsworthy. 


There’s no escaping the 


fact that is for sure going to 
cost us more “KA-chings”. 

Doesn’t “the Dish” re¬ 
ally sound better and bet¬ 
ter all the time? 

Is it possible that a large 
group of Sierra Madre cit¬ 
izens could approach the 
best of the satellite compa¬ 
nies and bargain for a mass 
sign-up and subscription? 
Ad Hoc, give it some 
thought!

Dreier helped design the 
site, and there are even 
audio clips. He is also 
scrambling, with the rest 
of Congress, to complete 
13 appropriations bills by 
the end of the fi.scal year, 
September 30. He would 
like to get expanded au¬ 
thority to negotiate future 
trade agreements. 

On the local scene, 
Dreier is staying active in 
San Gabriel Valley issues, 
like transportation. He is 
w orking with the San Gab¬ 
riel Valley Coalition of 
Governments to expand 
the Blue-Line, and is also 
trying to get firefighting 
equipment available for 
the Angeles National For¬ 
est, a project on which he 
works with the Forest Ser¬ 
vice. It’s been another 
busy year for one of South¬ 
ern California’s favorite 
Congressmen. 

It’s also been a busy 
year for Slate Senator Dick 
Mountjoy. Mountjoy’s re¬ 
cent work includes trying 
to remove MTBE, the re¬ 
formulated fuel reportedly 
poisoning the Valley’s 
water. Mountjoy’s bill is 
on Governor Wilson’s 
desk, though he .says that 
the fuel may be banned 
even earlier. Says Mount¬ 
joy, “Now, even Lake 
Tahoe is contaminated 
with MTBE.’’ 

Mountjoy is also work¬ 
ing on a couple of minor 
clean-ups to his Sexual 
Predator Bill, from Janu¬ 
ary. The bill was designed 
to require psychological 
testing on sexual predators 
scheduled for release. No 
pass == No release. The 
reworking is along the 
lines of details to help the 
bill pass and be enforce¬ 
able, without legal hang¬ 
ups. 

One bill which most lo¬ 
cal governments love is 
one introduced last year 
that would give the local 


governments an additional 
penny in sales tax revenue. 
The bill didn’t get past the 
Senate, but Mountjoy has 
he “still believes that needs 
to be done.” The bill would 
go a long way toward alle¬ 
viating some of the burden 
placed on municipalities 
when the State took a larg¬ 
er chunk of the property 
tax pie, resorting in service 
cuts and utility taxes in 
many cities. 

Mountjoy was also a 
big supporter of a bill cur¬ 
rently awaiting Governor 
Wilson’s signature which 
would punish someone for 
the misuse of a firearm 
during the commission of 
certain crimes. Having the 
gun on you would result in 
an automatic additional 10 
years, pulling it out would 


result in 15, and firing it 
would mean 20 years,'non- 
negotiable, and not subject 
to a judge’s discretion. 
Says Mountjoy, “This is a 
good bill. It will put people 
away, and we’ll try to 
toughen it up some next 
year.” 

Mountjoy says he has, 
“several bills in mind for 
next year,” as well. He will 
be back in town at his Dis¬ 
trict office until January. 
Mountjoy got back in town 
on Saturday, and had made 
six appearances by Tues¬ 
day afternoon. “We’ve 
been busy,” says Mount¬ 
joy. Dreier, also, is making 
local appearances. Most 
immediately, he will speak 
tomorrow at the meeting 
of the Arcadia Rotary 
Club.

This concern to aid in 
the education of women 
has been a dominating 
goal in the club life ever 
since. Two other goals 
were chosen; to stimulate 
continued intellectual de¬ 
velopment of club mem¬ 
bers and provide fellow¬ 
ship. 

Pasadena in 1921 was 
basically a city of homes, 
population near 45,000. 
Aid to local students was 
begun in 1923 in the form 
of loans. Later this was 
gradually changed to out¬ 
right gifts during the De¬ 
pression and thus began 
the current policy of grant¬ 
ing fellowships and schol¬ 
arships. 

In 1964 the College 
Women’s Club of Pasade¬ 
na Scholarship Foundation 
was incorporated as non¬ 
profit organization, mak¬ 
ing possible tax-free dona¬ 
tions and bequests. 

The Scholarship Foun¬ 
dation is a group unique in 


this area. Each year they 
take applications from lo¬ 
cal colleges. In June they 
provide a number of young 
people with generous 
awards to further their ed¬ 
ucation. Last June, 1997, 
15 scholarships and fel¬ 
lowships were given out. 

Since its inception, the 
club has awarded more 
than $350,000 to over 380 
local students to help them 
in advanced studies. Such 
a record holds promise for 
the years ahead as the Col¬ 
lege Women’s Club of 
Pasadena continues its 
work in the community. 
Activities include section 
meetings held at members’ 
homes and the Altadena 
Library. Miss Mary Bach- 
tell.

1973 when he was a teenager. He is a graduate of the 
School of Music at Cal State L.A. and Fuller Seminary 
in Pasadena. He and his wife have three children and he 
is currently Assistant Pastor at San Gabriel Union 
Church.

After the Woman’s Club began in 1907 they were 
successful in their fund raising and were able to build a 
clubhouse in 1909.

The Arcadia Police Departownt responded to 562 
calls for service of which 135 required formal inves¬ 
tigations fiom Wednesday, September 10, to Tuesday, 
September 16. The following is a summary report of 
the major incidents handled by the Department during 
the period.

Assemblyman Bob 
Margett has returned to his 
District office in Arcadia, 
following a busy legisla¬ 
tive session.

Margett opposed the 
State budget, because once 
again, the cities were 
shortchanged. Margett has 
been a staunch advocate of 
returning funding to local 
governments, and he sup¬ 
ported bills that would 
have given some funds 
back, such as AB95, as 
well as SB 1310, of which 
he was a principal coau¬ 
thor. SB 1310 would have 
approved cities, upon a 
vote of the community, 
getting back one cent in 
sales tax currently going to 
the State. “Big cities usu¬ 
ally aren’t hurt by the State 
take-aways,” said Margett, 
“They find a way to absorb 
the impact.” Smaller cities, 
however, such as Sierra 
Madre and Arcadia, are 
substantially impacted. 
Supporting municipal gov¬ 
ernments will again be a 
top priority for Margett in 
1998. 

City governments did 
get an increased stake in 
traffic citation revenues, 
but Assemblyman Margett 
calls this a band-aid solu¬ 
tion, saying, “It’s not wise 
to depend on people’s traf¬ 
fic violations to budget 
your local government.” 
The COPS spending, a 
program to fund frontline 
law enforcement, contin¬ 
ued in its second year, and 
will result in Arcadia’s re¬ 
ceiving $120,980 in State 
funds, with another 
$25,990 going to Sierra 
Madre. 

Margett expressed en¬ 
thusiasm for a tax relief 
credit for dependents. Cur¬ 
rently at $67 per year, this 
amount will increase by 
$50 in each of the next

Margett supported increased funding for the Class¬ 
room Size Reduction Act, which increased funding from 
$650 to $800 per student. A daily recordkeeping restric¬ 
tion which passed buried in the Act would have cost local 
schools $ 10,000,000 in accounting expense and red tape, 
but its retroactivity was nullified and the implementa¬ 
tion was delayed until February, with the idea that the 
Assembly can take a closer look at it when they recon¬ 
vene in January. 

In the late hours of the session, the Assembly con¬ 
formed with Federal law regarding the capital gains tax. 

Assemblyman Margett will be at the District Office 
for the next 3 1/2 months, then return to the Assembly 
floor in January. Assemblyman Margett and his staff
